PARIS,, Aug. 27.— The ministry 
of war today, following a conference 
'between War Minister M. Millerand 
land the chiefs of divisions, decided 
to make Paris a perfectly entrenched 
camp. 
This is purely a precaution­ 
ary measue, but it was stated that the 
object was to insure inlets and ex­ 
its. no matter what was the result. 
Following the councils the minis­ 
ter of war announced that the situ­ 
ation was practically unchanged. He 
declared that yesterday’s events in 
the north, when the allied armies 
were compelled to take new positions 
had not modified any of the arrange­ 
ments for future operations.

Admitted Retirement

office experts say that, provision to 
meet this movement has been made, 
and that the forces are now in act­ 
ion. 
On the result of this movement 
will depend the next move on both 
sides. 
Even though the allied lines are 
forced back well within French ter­ 
ritory, the concensus of opinion is 
that long before Paris can be seri­ 
ously threatened the Germans must 
withdraw to

German I/osses Huge 
Significant of the difference

Sink German C ruiser 
This cheering announcement was 
immediately followed by the

senger liner Kaiser

Grosse of the North German Lloyd 
line, taken over by Germany at th© 
beginning of the war as an authority 
cruiser, has been sent to the bottom, 
off the African coast by the light 
cruiser Highflyer. 
This first real na­ 
val success, following an admissions 
of ground lost in the French-Belgium 
campaign, was received with

Soldier Tells How Villagers 
Helped to Destroy 
Homes About 
Liege 


LONDON, By Mail to New York, 
Aug. 27.— A graphic 
story 
of the 
burning of the village of Boncelles 
by Belgian soldiers because it would 
Interfere with the fire from the Liege 
forts, is told in a letter received in 
Wales by the brother of a Belgian 
soldier. 
“ I shall never forget the sight of 
it,” the Belgian soldier wrote. “One 
hundred and thirty houses and the 
church of Boncelles, forming one big 
blaze in the middle of the night, and 
the poor inhabitants helping the sol­ 
diers to destroy their little homes. 
“ It was about ten o’clock when 
the peaceful 
inhabitants of Bon­ 
celles were abruptly reminded of the 
horrible significance of 
the 
w’ord 
‘war.’ 
An engineer 
officer, 
sur­ 
rounded by an army of sappers, call­ 
ed at every door and delivered the 
message that the houses had to be 
burned to allow' the fort to operate 
its guns without obstruction. 
“The inhabitants about the forts 
are informed that in time or w’ar trie 
necessity might arise for the auth­ 
orities to destroy their houses, but 
most of them had gone to rest when 
the knock on their door came to tell 
them of their fate. 
I could not de­ 
scribe all the 
scenes I witnessed 
that night. 
All I remember is wo­ 
men in tears and children 
pray­ 
ing.”

Shortstop of the 
Pirates a Star After 
Eighteen Years iii 
Baseball 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 27.— Ball­ 
players will come and go— thousands 
of them — and the world will forget 
most of them as quickly as their 
names cease to appear in the box 
scores, hut the names of two players 
who are about to pass out of the 
sport as active participants will live 
a> long as the National pastime it­ 
self. 
The names of Napoleon La Joie, fa­ 
mous Cleveland second baseman, and 
Hans Wagner, equally famous Pit- 
isbiirgh shortstop, have been written 
in letters of lire on the walls 
of 
baseball’s hall of fame. 
After nearly 
twenty years these Lancelots of the 
diamond are slowing up and soon 
must give way to younger ones. 
Napoleon Lajoie first gained fame 
on the lots of Woonsocket, It. I. 
His fielding and hitting ability 
ex­ 
cited the admiration of a scout of 
the Fall River, Mass., team who hap­ 
pened along one day. 
Lajoie signed 
a Fall River contract and proceeded I 
immediately to 
make good. 
Billy 
Nash, Philadelphia National League 
m anager saw the young Frenchman 
perform one August day and pur­ 
chased his release. 
He was assigned 
to first base and played the posi­ 
tion amazingly well. 
His batting for 
the first year in fast company 
was 
.328. 
Previously Lajoie had been a hack 
driver. 
In one year the Rhode Is-1 
land hack driver rose from obseur- I 
tty to tame. 
Lajoie was shifted from 
first base to second, w here his field- 1 
ing was so spectacular that lie soon 
became known as the Kink of second 
basemen. 
His graceful and appar­ 
ently careless manner of fielding the 
j ball, caused him to be acknowledged 
I the m ost finished fielder the game 
had ever known. 
In 1901 Lajoie jumped from the 
j Philadelphia 
Nationals to the Ath- 
j letics and was transferred to Cleve­ 
land in 1902. 
He led the National 
League in hatting in his last year 
with that organization with a mark 


J of .422.* 
He led 
the 
American 
I League in his first year with .376. 
| In 1904 he led the American League 
I with .391 
and the following year 
with .329. 
J 
Mans Wagner of the Pirate, has 
I not slumped as badly in his hitting 
this year as Lajoie, hut he has slowed 
up noticeably in all departments of 
the game. 
This is Wagner's eighteenth year 
! as a major league player.
